One of his scariest moments, 
Frank says, came on the first day 
of the first climb. “I was walking 
along a rickety ledge on 
Aconcagua, the highest peak in 
South America,” he remembers, 
“when my legs slipped out from 
under me and I slid down toward 
a 30-foot drop. My life was 
literally saved by one little 
outcropping of rock!” 

But the exciting moments 
made up for the scary times—like 
the time Frank was convinced he 
would never make it to the top of 
Vinson Massif in Antarctica. 
Only two other teams in history 
had ever climbed Vinson. Frank

Sometimes what Michael hears 
is scary. For instance, he has of- 
ten tuned into the broadcasts of 
terrorists who have hijacked an 
airplane and must listen as they 
threaten the passengers they 
have taken hostage. However, 
many times Michael’s skill has 
helped save lives. 

In 1974, there was a military 
overthrow of the govern- 
ment of Cyprus (a country 
in the east Mediterranean 
Sea, south of Turkey). It 
was rumored that over- 
thrown President Makarios 
had been killed. But then 
Michael began twirling his 
radio knobs and happened 
upon a weak signal coming 
from a tiny village in south 
Cyprus. Makarios was alive, 
had escaped to this village 
and was making frantic calls 
for help from the village’s 
small radio transmitter.

They found themselves perched 
on a steep slope of snow and ice 
almost six miles high in the 
clouds. Their lungs burned. They 
were bone tired and their legs felt 
like lead. Each step seemed to take 
their last ounce of strength. One 
slip meant a fall of 10,000 feet and 
certain death. 

Sir Edmund Hillary and Tenzing 
Norgay were only a few hundred 
feet from the top of Mount Everest, 


the world’s highest mountain. No 
one had ever climbed this high. 
But six weeks of battling fierce 
weather and high altitude had 
taken its toll. How much farther 
they wondered? Did they have 
the strength to go on? 

Their journey began eight 
months earlier in September 1952. 
Colonel John Hunt, an English- 
man, had invited Hillary, a New 
Zealand beekeeper, and Norgay, a 


, 
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mountain guide from the Hima- 
layan Sherpa community, to join 
his expedition. It would be the 
eighth attempt at climbing the 
29,028-foot-tall Everest. The first 
seven expeditions had ended in 
failure; ten men had died trying to 
scale what natives called 
Chomolungma, the “goddess 
mother of the world.” 

Hunt’s party of 10 climbers 
faced an awesome task. Every 
other expedition had approached 
the mountain from the north side 
through Tibet. However, Tibet 
had closed its borders to foreign- 
ers, so Hunt and his men had to 
climb Everest from the south 
through Nepal. It was an untried 
route. Many climbers considered 
it too dangerous to attempt. 

On April 13, the expedition left 
its lower base camp and started up 
the treacherous Khumbu Glacier 
carrying 11 tons of equipment. 
They faced danger at every turn. 
Avalanches threatened to bury 
them. The climbers carefully 
edged past huge, hidden 
cracks in the ice called 
crevasses. The air 
thinned as they climbed. 

The decrease in oxygen 
could cause nausea, loss 
of judgment, even death.

Daytime temperatures reached 
100 degrees, which then gave way 
to fierce snowstorms in the late af- 
ternoon and below-zero tempera- 
tures at night. 

By May 18, the expedition had 
reached its advanced base camp 
at 21,200 feet. From here the real 
climb would begin. Hunt had de- 
cided that two teams of two climb- 
ers each would try for the summit. 
One team would be T.D. 
Bourdillon and R.C. Evans, the 
other Hillary and Norgay. After a 
week of grueling climbing, the 
climbers had set up four more 
camps holding supplies and

equipment on the side of the 
mountain, the highest at 25,800 
feet. It was from this camp that 
the two teams made separate at- 
tempts to reach the top. 

Bourdillon and Evans went first 
and climbed as far as 28,700 feet. 
They were forced to turn back 
when they ran out of daylight and 
oxygen. They had stopped less 
than 400 feet from the top. Two 
days later, Hillary and Norgay 
climbed to 27,900 feet, where they 
spent a frigid night preparing for 
their final climb. 

The morning of May 29 broke . 
clear and calm, perfect weather | 
for climbing. However, when they 
woke before dawn, they discovered 
that Hillary’s boots were frozen. 
They held them over the flames of 
a small stove, softening the 
leather so Hillary could walk in 
them. This took away a precious 
hour of their climbing time. ty 

Realizing this, they climbed fast 
and reached the South Summit of 
28,700 feet by nine in the mom- 
ing. The weather was holding. 
Everything looked perfect. 

Up ahead Hillary saw a huge 
cornice, an overhanging mass of 
ice and snow. On one side was a 
10,000-foot drop, on the other, a 
steep slope of snow and ice that 
fell some 8,000 feet. The cornice 
was too dangerous to climb. Luck- 
ily there was a narrow, snow-cov-

Tenzing Norgay, one of 
the most famous Sherpas. — 
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Argentina’s Aconcagua is 
the tallest mountain in the 
Western Hemisphere: 22,834 
feet high. After several tries, it was 
conquered in January 1897 by 
Swiss climber Matthias Zurbriggen. 

Zurbriggen and expedition 
leader Edward FitzGerald climbed 
within 150 feet of the summit on 
Christmas Day 1896, but were 
turned back by strong winds and 
mountain sickness. They tried 
again the next day, but a winter 
storm forced them to retreat. 
Three more attempts over the next 
three weeks also failed because of 
bad weather and altitude sickness. 
Finally, on January 14, Zurbriggen 
made it to the top. FitzGerald was 
stopped at 21,800 feet by nausea 
from altitude sickness.

Matthias Dinette finally made 
Up Ar gentina’ s tallest mountain, 


Standing more than 
20,000 feet tall in the 
wilderness of Alaska, 
Mount McKinley is the highest 
mountain in North America. 
Near the turn of the century, 
climbers decided this mountain 
would be their next conquest. 


At the time, McKinley was con- 
sidered impossible to climb. 
Reaching it meant hiking 30 miles 
over rugged glaciers. Because the 
glaciers were only 5,000 feet high, 
a difficult climb of 15,000 feet re- 
mained in an area of the moun- 
tain known for some of the worst 
storms in the world. 

This threat didn’t stop Alaskan 
climbers Hudson Stuck, Harry 
Karstens, Robert Tatum and 
Walter Harper. On June 6, 1913, 
after weeks of battling storms and 
mountain sickness, they finally 
stood on top. 
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Three years before Sir 
Edmund Hillary conquered 
Everest, French climber 
Maurice Herzog scaled the 26,504- 
foot Annapurna I. At the time, it 
was the highest mountain ever 
climbed and it remains one of the 
most courageous climbs in moun- 
taineering history. 

Herzog and his partner, Louis 
Lachenal, reached the top after a 
grueling climb. It was on their 
way down that disaster struck. 

Herzog accidentally lost his 
gloves. Lachenal slipped and fell 
300 feet but was not seriously in- 
jured. As night was falling they 
had to camp on the mountain. 
That night a blizzard hit. Snow 
continued to pour down the next

In May 1976, German 
climber Reinhold Messner 
and partner Peter Habeler 

did what many people thought 
could never be done: They 
climbed Mount Everest without the 
use of bottled oxygen. 


At 28,000 feet, air has one-third 
as much oxygen as air at sea level. 
On the upper reaches of Everest, 
there is so little oxygen that climb- 

.ers must breathe it in from a 
bottle. Or so everyone thought. 

The climbing was slow for 
Messner and Habeler. Near the 
summit, they were forced to stop 
every 15 feet and rest for five min- 
utes. The last 100 yards took more 
than an hour to climb. But in the 
end, the pair overcame tremen- 
dous obstacles to accomplish the 
impossible and stand on top.

crust. This crust is sort of like the 
peel of an orange, although it is 
not just one big, round piece. 

The crust of the earth is 
actually made up of many pieces 
that scientists call plates. Like a 
puzzle, they fit together tightly, 
sometimes pushing against each 
other so hard that pressure builds 
up. These areas where the 
plates fit together are 
called faults. One of the 
most famous faults is 
California’s San Andreas 
Fault. 

Thousands of faults 
crisscross the earth 
around the edge of the 
Pacific Ocean, which is 
called the “Ring of Fire”

Earthquakes produce 
two types of shock 
waves. Shear waves 
shake buildings up and 
down, while compres- 
sional waves move 
buildings from side to 
side. Damage to 
buildings can range from 
cracks in the ceiling to 
total collapse. 
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So When you tune in to a live 
Aa rock concert on the radio, 
amazingly, you hear the 
music before the people 
who are listening in the 
concert hall. That’s be- 
cause radio waves carry the 
sound to your home faster 
than the sound waves carry 
the music through the concert 
hall. Radio waves travel at the 
speed of light; sound waves 
take longer.

When 
someone speaks 
into a microphone, the 
sound waves are con- 
verted into electrical signals. 
These signals, which are 
amplified, are fed into 

a modulator. This modula- 
tor then joins the sound 
waves with a radio 
wave.

The radio wave is broad- 
cast on one of various wave 
bands—ranges of radio 
frequencies. It’s pretty simple: 
Radio waves are just that— 
waves that loop up and 
down.

A hydroplane is a speed- 
boat with sponsons, or hy- 
drofoils, which are metal 
plates or fins attached to the 
boat’s hull.

How does it work? The 
shape of the foil causes the 
water flowing over its upper 
surface to move faster than 
the water flowing under its 
lower surface. This creates 
less pressure forcing down 
and more pressure forcing 
up, so the hydroplane lifts up 
out of the water, with the 
foils skimming along the sur- 
face like water skis.
